RECALLING ITS RESOLUTION 3182 (XXVIII) OF 18DECEMBER 1973,

AND SCIENTIFIC DEVELOPMENT IF MEMBER STATES CONDUCT THEIR 
SPACE PROGRAMMES WITH A VIEW TO PROMITING MAXIMUM INTERNATIONAL 
CO-OPERATION, INCLUDING THE WIDEST POSSIBLE EXCHNAGE OF 
INFORMATION IN THIS FIELD, AND EXPANSION OF INTERNATIONAL 
PROGRAMMES FOR THE PRACTICAL APPLICATIONS OF SPACE TECHNOLOGY 
TO DEVELOPMENT, 

REAFFIRMING THE IMPORTANCE OF INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION 
IN DEVELOPING THE RULE OF LAW IN THE PEACEFUL EXPLORATION AND USE 
OF OUTER SPACE, 

1. ENDORSES THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE PEACEFUL USES OF 
OUTER SPACE; 

2. NOTES WITH SATISFACTION THAT THE COMMITTEE ON THE PEACEFUL 
USES OF OUTER SPACE AND ITS LEGAL SUB-COMMITTEE, HAVING COMPLETED

INTERNATIONAL TELECOMMUNICATION UNION, THE UNITED NATIONS EDUCATIONAL 
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SCEINTIFIC AND CULTURAL ORGANIZATION, THE FOOD AND AGRICULTURE 
ORGANIZATION OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND THE INTERNATIONAL MARITIME 
CONSULTATIVE ORGANIZATION, HAVE CONTINUED TO TAKE AN ACTIVE
